CHRISTMAS AS USUAL 


A little while ago we had a very popular and efficient 
slogan— “Business as Usual.” 
Now let us make the 
new slogan, “Christmas as Usual,” equally popular and 
efficient. 
There has been some question in the minds of some 
people as to whether Christmas should be marked by 
the usual gift-giving and good cheer or by thrifty self- 
denial and the diversion of local gift-giving into chan­ 
nels of international charity. 
We believe the answer is— This ye ought to do and 
not leave the other undone. 
Every time a similar question has been put to Presi­ 
dent Wilson he has answered that the affairs of the 
country, of the community, of the individual, should 
pursue the usual and normal course, except when spe­ 
cifically turned aside by well-defined and widely pro­ 
mulgated national advice and request. Specifically, for 
instance, has President Wilson advised the putting on 
of the Southern California Orange Show at San Ber­ 
nardino and the Tournament of Roses at Pasadena. 
That Christmas should be observed as usual is more 
important than that such celebrations as these should 
not be omitted. 
Christmas is a world-wide celebra­ 
tion, and one of tremendous social, bioral and industrial 
significance. 
Business could get along without the 
trade Christmas creates, but it is best for the social and 
economic welfare of the world that business be not de­ 
prived of that ttede. 
It would be infinitely more des­ 
tructive in a social and moral sense to deprive humanity 
of the purifying, ennobling, inspiring, sweetening in­ 
fluence of Christmas sentiment. 
Never in the history of the world, perhaps, has there 
been greater need in the human heart for the indwelling 
of the Christmas spirit than right now.
